If it wera my desire to do ao, I'have not 


now the physical strength to notice or dip 
cuss.at length , the grounds ou which- the 
.earned counsel has attempted'to prove the 
illegality of General Burnside's order for 
the arrest .of Mr.-.Vallandigham, and the 
duty of the court to grant the writ applied 
for. The basis of the whole argument is 
the fact that Mr. VaUandigtmm, not being 
in the militavy or naval service of the gov- 
ernment, and not therefore, subject to the 
rules and articles of war, was not liable to 
arrest under or by military power. Ancl 
the various provisions of the coustitutiou, 
intended to guard the citizen against un- 
lawful arrests and imprisonments, have 
been'cited and urged upon the attention of 
the court as hhving a direct bearing on the 
point. It ia hardly necessary to quote 
theae.excellent guarantees of the rights 
and liberties 'of 'an,'%nerican citizen, as 
they are familiar to every reader of the 
constitution. And it may be conceded thai 
If, by^ a just; construction of the constitu- 
tional powers of the government, ia the 
eoleniti emergency now existing, they are 
applicable to, and must. control the ques- 
tion of the legality of the arrest of the pe- 
titioner, it cannot be sustained for the ob- 
vious reappn that no warrant was issued 
"upon probable cauae, supported by oath 
or affirmation," as is required in ordinary 
arrests for alleged, crimes. But are there 
not other considerations of a controlling 
character applicable to the question ? la 
not the court imperatively bound to regard 
the present state of tho CQuutry, and, iu 
the. light which it throws upon tho subject, 
lo decide upon the expediency ot interfer- 
ing with "the exercise of tho military power 
as:invoked in the pending application? 
The court cannot shut Ha eye£ to tfco grave 
fact that war exists, involving tl^e most 
imminent public danger, and threatening 
the subversion and destruction of t{ic con- 
ititution itself. In my judgment, when the 
life of the republic is-imperiled, he mis- 
takes his duty and obligation 53 a patriot, 
.who is not willing to concede to the con- 
stitution such a capacity of adaptation, to 
circumstances as may be necessary to meet 
a great emergency, and save the nation 
from hopeless ruin. Self preservation is a 
paramount law, which a nation, as wo)l as 
an individual, may find it necessary to in- 
voke. Nothing is hazarded iu sayin/r, tbnr. 
the great and far-seeing men who£fracued 
the constitution of the United States, sup- 
posed that they were laying the foundations 
of our national government on an immov- 
able basis. They did not contemplate tho 
existence of the state of things with which 
the nation ia -now unhappily confronted ; 
the heavy pressure of which is felt by every 
true patriot. They did- not recognize the 
right of secession by one or more states, 
for the obvious reason that it. would have 
been AD. incorporation of an element in the 
constitution for the destruction of the Un- 
ion. In their glowing1 visions of futurity, 
there was up -foreshadowing of a period 
.when the people of a large geographical 
section would be guilty of the madness and 
ithe crime of arraying themselves in rebel- 
lion against a government, under whose 
mild and benignant sway there waa so much 
of hope and promise for the coming ages. 


We need not be surprised, therefore, 


that, in the organic law which they gave 
ua, they made no specific provision tor such 
a lamentable occurrence. They did, how- 
ever, distinctly, contemplate the possibili- 
ty of foreign war, and vested in congress 
tho power to declare ita existence, and " to 
miaa and Btinnnrt, nrmiAU " unA " nrnvirli. 
raise and support armies " and " provide 
and maintain a navy." They were aware 
^hat the grant of theae powers implied all 
other powers necessary to give them full 
effect. They also declared that the presi- 
dent of the United States "shall be com- 
munder-'in-chief of the army and navy, and 
of the militia of the several states when 
called into'actual service," and they placed 
upon him the solemn obligation " to take 
care that the laws be faithfully executed." 
Under this last 'named provision, and in 
reference to a local rebellion, in which the 
lawa of the Union wore obstructed, the act 
of the 28th of February, 1795, was passed, 
providing, ia substance, that whenever iu 
any state the civil anthoritiea of the Union 
were unable to enforce the laws, the presi- 
dent shall be empowered to call out such 
military force as might be necessary for 
the emergency. . Fortunately for the coun- 
try, thta law was in force when several 
states of the Uuion repudiated their allegi- 
ance to the national government, and plac-. 
ed themselves in armed rebellion agaiusT 
it. It waa sufficiently comprehensive in its 
terms to meet such an occurrence, although 
it'waa not a case within the contemplation 
of congiess when the law waa enacted. It 
waa under this statute that tho president 
issued his proclamation of the loth of April, 
1861. 
From that time the country has 


been in a state of war, the history and pro- 
gress of which are familiar to all. More 
than two years have elapsed, during which 
the treasure of the nation has been lavish- 
ly contributed and blood has freely flowed, 
and this formidable rebellion Is'not yet sub- 
dued. The energies of the loyal people 
of the Union are to be put to further trials, 
aad in all probability the enemy is jet to 
be encountered on many a blood/flcld. 


It is not to-be disguised that our country 


is ia imminent peril, and that the crisis de- 
mands of every American citizen, a hearty 
support of all proper means for the restora- 
tion of the Union, and the return of an 
honorable peace. 
Those placed by the 


people at the head of the government, are 
earnestly and sincerely devoted to its pres- 
ervation and perpetuity. The president 
may not be tho man of our choice, and the 
measures of his administration may not be 
auch as all can fully appro vs. But these 
are minor considerations, and o&n Absolve 
00 man from the paramount obligation of 
lending hia aid for the salvation of his 
country. 
All should feel that no evil they 


can- be .called on to endure as the result of 
war, ia comparable with the subversion of 
bur chosen government, and the horrors 
which moat follow from such a catastrophe. 
_j I have referred thus briefly to the pres- 
'ent crisis of the country aa having some 
bearing on the question before the court. 
It is clearly not a time when any one con- 
nected with the judicial department of the 
government, sboald »Jlow himself, except 


the question which 1 am called upon to de- 
cide is, where Gen. Burnside, /as an agent 
of the executive department of-the govern--- 
ment, has transgressed his authority in or 
deriog the arrest of Mr. Vallandigham. If. 
the theory of his counsel is sustainable, 
that there can bo no legal arrest except by 
warrant based on an affidavit, of probable 
cause, the conclusion would be clear, that 
the arrest was illegal-, But I do not think; 
I am bound to regard the inquiry as occu- 
pying this narrow base. Gen. Burnaide, 
by order of the President, has been desig- 
nated and appointed to take the military 
supervision ot the department of the Ohio, 
composed of the states of Kentucky, Ohio,' 
•Indiana, Illinois and Michigan. The pre- 
cise extent of hia authority in this respon- 
sible position is not known to "the court. 
It may, however, bo properly assumed as 
Evfair presumption, that the 'President has 
clothed him in all the powers necessary to 
the efficient discharge of his duties in the 
station-to which he has been called. 
He 


ia the representative and agent of the Pres-, 
ident, within the-liuiits of hia department. 
In time of war, the President is not .above 
the constitution, but 'derives :' his power ex- 
presely from the provision of that instru- 
ment, declaring that he shall be command- 
er-in-chief of the army and navy. .The con- 
stitution does aot 8p'ectfy: the ' powers he 
may rightfully exercise in this character, 
nor are they defined by legislation. No 
one denies, however, that the President, in 
thia character, is .invested with very high 
powers, which it is well .known have been 
exercised on various .occasions during the 
present rebellion.- A memorable* instance 
of its exercise ia aeon iu the emancipation 
proclamation issued by the President aa 
commauder-in-chief, and which he justifies 
as a military necessity. It is, perhaps, not 
easy to define what acts are properly with- 
in this designation, but they must undoubt- 
edly be limited to such as are deemed es- 
sential to the protection and preservation 
of the government and the constitution, 
which the President ha$ a worn to support 
and defend. And in deciding what he may 
rightfully do under this power, where there 
is no express legislative declaration, the 
President is guided solely l>y hia own judg 
ment an J. discretion, and is Only amende 
ble for an abuse of his authority by im- 
peachment, prosecuted according to the re- 
quirements of the coustitutiou, -The occa 
sion 'which calls for the exercise of this 
power exists only from the necessity of the 
case ; and when the necessity exists, there 
is n clear justification of the act. 


If this v jew of the power of the President 


is correct, it undoubtedly implies the right 
to arrest persons, who, by their mischievous 
acts of disloyalty, impede or endarigertbe 
military operations of the government. 
And, if the necessity exists, I'soo'no r.ea; 
sop why the power doea not attach to the 
officer or ganeral in command of a milita- 
ry department. The only reason why the 
appointment is made, is that the President 
cannot discharge the duties in person , He, 
therefore, constitutes an agent lo represent 
him, clothed with ^ho necessary power for 
the efficient supervision ,of the military in- 
terests of the government throughput tj\p 
department. And It Is not ne,eeflsary that 
martial law should be proclaimed or exist, 
to enable the general in command to per- 
form the duties assigned to blip. Martia.1 
law is wtijl defined by an able jurist to be 
" the will of a military commander operat- 
ing without any restraint, save his judg- 
ment, upon the lives, upon the persons, up- 
on the entire social and individual condi- 
tion of alt ovei1 whom thia l^w extends," 
It cannot be claimed that this law was in 
operation iu General BurnBide's depart- 
ment, whea Mr. Vallandigham was arrested. 


Nor |e it necessary, that.it should have 


been in force to justify tho arrest. Tho 
power vested by virtue of the authority was- 
conferred by the appointment of the Presi- 
dent, Under that appointment General 
Burnside assumed the command of this de- 
partment, That ho was a man eminently 
filled for tho position there is no room for 
a doubt. He had achieved during his brief 
national career a national reputation as a 
wise, discreet, patriotic and brave general. 
He not only enjoyed the confidence and re- 
spect of the president and secretary of war, 
but of the whole country. I|e tad nobly 
laid his party preferences and predilections 
upon the altor of his country, and conse- 
crated his life to her service. It was known 
that the widely extended department, with 
the military supervision of which he was 
charged, was one. of great Importance, and 
demanded great vigilance and ability in 
the administration of .Us military concerns. 
Kentucky was a boriMitate, in which there 
was a large element W'd'saffeotion toward 
the national government, and sympathy 
with those in rebellion against it. Formi- 
dable invasions have been attempted, and 
are now threatened . Four of the slates 
have a river border, and are in perpetual

danger.of invasion. In Ohio, Indiana and 
Illinois a class of mischievous politicians 
had succeeded in poisoning tbe minds of a 
portion ofthe community with the rankest 
feeling of disloyalty. Artful politicians, 
disguising their latent treason under the 
hollow pretensions of devotion to the Un- 
ion, wore striving to disseminate their pea- 
tileijt heresies among tho masses of the 
people. The evil waa one of alarming 
magnitude, and threatened seriously, to im- 
pede the military operations of the govern- 
ment, and greatly to protract the suppres- 
sion ^f the rebellion. General Bnruside 
was not slow to perceive the dangerous con- 
sequences of these disloyal efforts, and re« 
solved, if possible; to suppress them. 


In the exercise of his discretion, ho is- 


sued the order—No. 88—which has..been 
brought to the notice of this court. I shall 
not; comment on that order, or say any- 
anything more in vindication of its expe- 
diency. I ref'or to it because Gen. Burn- 
side, in his manly and patriotic communi- 
cation to the court, bus stated fully bis mo-, 
fcivos and reasons for issuing it, and also 
that it was for its supposed violation Umt 
he ordered tbe arrest of Vallandigham.— 
He has done this under his reaponsibility 
as the commanding general of this depart- 
ment, and in accordance with what he sup- 
posed to be the power rested in him by the 
appointment ofthe President, It was vir- 
tually tho act of the executive department 
under the power vested ia the President 
by the constitution : and I am unable to 
perceive on what principle this judicial tri- 
bunal can be invoked to annul or reverse 
it. In tho judgment of the commanding 
general, tho emergency required it, and 
whether he acted wisely and discreetly, 
is not properly a subject for judicial re- 
view. 


It is worthy of remark here, that this ar- 


rest was not made by Gon. Burnside under 
any claim or pretension tbat be had author- 
ity to dispose of or puniah the party ar- 
rested, according to his own will, without 
trial and proof of the facts alleged as the 
ground for the arrest, but with a view to 
an investigation by a military court or com- 
mission. Such an investigation has taken 
place, the result of which has been rjjade 
known to this court. Whether the milita- 
ry commission for the trial of the charges 
against Mr. Vallandigham was legally con- 
stituted and had jurisdiction of the case, ia 
not a question before the couft. There is 
clearly no authority in this court, on the 
pending motion, to revise or reverse the 
proceedings of the military commission,, if 
they were before tbe court. The sole ques- 
tion is, whether the arrest,was.legal.j-and. 
as before remarked, its lesalit^ ^spends a 


and of that n'acessity, for the; 
;bis court can not judicially determine.— 
General Burnside is unquestionably amen- 
able to the executive department for bis 
conduct. If hi has acted .arbitrarily and 
upon insufficient, reasons, it is within .the 
power, and would be the duty of the Pres- 
ident, not only to annual his acts, but to 
visit him with decisive marks of bis disap- 
probation. To the President, in bis ca- 
pacity of-cbmmander-in-chief of the army,' 
tie must answer, for his official conduct. 
But under our? tonstUution,whiqh studi- 
ously se'ekato'keep'the executive, legisla- 
tive aud judicial departments of the gov- 
ernment from all interferference and con- 
flict with each other, it would be an unwar- 
rantable exercise of the judicialpower to 
decide that a co-ordinate branch of the gov- 
ernment, acting under its high responsibil- 
ties, had violated the constitution, in ita 
letter or ita spirit, by authorizing the arrest 
in question. Especially in these troublous 
times, when tbe national life is in peril,. 
and when'union and harmony among the 
different branches of the government are 
so imperatively demanded, such interfer- 
ence .would find, no excuse:or vindication. 
If the doctrine is to obtain, that every one 
charged with and guilty of acts of mischief, 
ous disloyalty, noir within the scope of the 
criminal laws of the land, in custody under 
military authoi'ity, is to,be set free by courts 
or judges'onhitbetts corpus, it requires, no 
argument tS'prove' that^be most alarming 
conflicts must follow, and the power ofthe 
government be jnbst aeriously impaired. 
I dare not, :in my judicial position, assume 
the, fearful responsibility implied in the 
sanction of such a doctrine. 
...." . 


And here, without subjecting myself to 


the charge of treJiching upon the domain 
of political discussion, I may be indulged 
in the remark' that there is too much of the 
pestilential leaven of disloyalty in the 
community. There is a class of men in 
the loyal states who seem to have no just 
appreciation of those who are in arms 
avowedly for the overthrow of the govern 
ment, and the establishment of a southern 
confederacy. They have'not, I fear, risen 
to any right estimate of their duties and 
obligations, as American citizens, to 
government, which has Strewn ita blessings 
with a profuse hand. I may venture the 
assertion' that the page of history will, be 
searched in vain for an example of a -re 
bellion so wholly destitute of excuse or 
vindication, aud so dark with, crime, as 
that which our'bleeding country is,.now 
called upon to'confront, and for the 'sup- 
pression of which all her energies aro de- 
manded. Its cause is to be found in the 
unhallowed ambition of political aspirants 
and agitators, who boldly avow their aim, 
not the establishment pi u government for 
the better security of human rights, but 
one in which all political power is to be 
concentrated in an odious aud despotic oli- 
garchy. It ia indeed consolatory to know 
that iu moat sections of the north, thosq 
who sympathize with the rebellion, are not 
so numerous and formidable as the appre- 
hensions of some would seem to indicate. 
It may be assumed, I trust, that iu most ol 
the northern states, reliable aud unswerv- 
ing patriotism is tne rule, and disloyalty 
and treason the exception. 
But there 


should be no division of sentiment upon 
thia momentous question. Men should 
know, and lay the truth to their heart, that 
there is a course of conduct not involving 
overt treason, and not therefore subject to 
punishment as such, which nevertheless 
implies moral guilt aud a gross offense 
aginst their country. Those who live under 
tho protection and enjoy the protection o: 
our benignant government, must learn that 
they cannot stab it? vitals with impunity 
If they cherish hatred and hostility to it 
and desiro its' subversion, let them, with 
draw from its jurisdiction, and seek .the 
fellowship and protection of those who are 
in sympathy. 
If they remain vrilh us 


while they are tot of us/ they must be sub 
ject to such a course of dealing as the grea 
law of self-preservation prescribes and wil 
enforce. 
And Eet then} not complain, 


the stringent doctrine of military necessitj 
should find them to be the legitimate sub 
ject of its action. I have no fears .that the 
recognition of this doctrine will lead to an 
arbitrary invasion of the personal' security 
or personal liberty ofthe citizen. It ii 
rare indeed that a charge of disloyalty wil 
be' made upon insufficient grounds. But i 
there should be an occasional mistake 
such an occurrence is not to be put ii 
competition with the preservation of.thi 
life of the nation. And J confess, Jamba 
little moved by the eloquent appeals o 
those who, while they indignantly denounce 
violations of personal liberty, look with 
no horror upon a despotism as unmitigated 
as the world-has ever witnessed. 


But I can not pursue this subject further 


I am aware there are poinU made by th 
learned counsel representing Mr. Vftllan 
digham, to which I have not adverted, 
have had neither time nor strength for 
more elaborate consideration of the ques 
.tion involved in this application. 
For th 


reasons which I have now attempted to se 
forth, I am led clearly to the condusioi 
that I can not judicially pronounce tbe or 
der of General Buruside for the arrest o 
Mr. Vallandigham as a nullity, and must 
therefore, hold that no sufficient groun 
has been exhibited for granting the wri 
applied for. And I may properly add here 
tbat I am fortified in my conclusion by th 
fact just brought to my notice, that the le 
gislature of Ohio, at its last session,, ha 
passed two statutes, in which tbe vaijdit 
and legality of arrests in this state unde 
military authority are distinctly sanctioned 
This is a clear indication of the opinion o 
that body that the rights and liberties o 
the people are not put iu jeopardy by th 
exercise of the power iu question,, and is 
moreover, a concession that,the presen 
state of the couutry requires and jusiiSe 
its exercise, It is a clear intimation tha 
the people of our patriotic state will sane 
tioa such a construction ofthe constitution 
as, without a clew violation of its letter 
will adapt it to the existing emergency. 


There ia one other consideration to whicl 


I may, perhaps, properly refer, not as a 
reason for refusing the writ applied for, bn 
for the purpose of saying that, if granted 
there is no probability that it would b 
available in relieving Mr. Vallandigham 
from his present position.

•This case is beforV the court on the peti- 


tion'of Clement L. Vallandigham, ». oiU- 
•en of Ohio, alleging that be waa ualaw- 
fally'arreBt'td at home in Dajton, in this 
state on the night of the 6th of May, inat, 
by'a detachment qf'aoldiftrB of the army of 
the United States; "actiig under the orders 
of Ambrose E, Burnaide, a majbr general 
ia the army of the United Statea, aud 
brought against .his. will, to tne city of 
Cincinnati/ where ho haa been subjected to 
a trial before a military commission, and is 
still retained in custody, and restrained of 
his liberty. The petitioner ftlsp avers that 
he ia not in the laud or naval service of the 
United States, and haa not been called into 
active service in the militia of any state; 
and tbat his arrest, detention and trial, as 
aet forth in his petition are illegal, and in 
Violation of the constitution of the United 
States. Tbe prayer is, that a writ of ha- 
beas corpus may iasue requiring General 
Burnside to produce the body.of the peti- 
tioner before this court, with the causa of 
his capture' and detention. Accompany- 
og the petition is a statement of the 
cnarges'or specifications on which he al- 
leges he waa tried before the military com- 
miasioo. For the purpose of this decision 
it is not necessary to notice these charges 
specially, but it may be stated in brief tbat 
tbay impute to the petitioner the 'utterance 
of sundry disloyal opinions aud statements, 
in a public speech at Mount Vernon, in 
tbe atate of Ohio, on tho first of May just., 
With tho knowledge " that they did aid and 
comfort aud encourage those in arms 
against the government, aad could but in- 
duce in his hearers distrust in their own 
government and a sympathy for those in 
arms against it, and a disposition to resist 
the laws of the laud." The petitioner does 
not etato what the. judgement of the mili- 
tarycommission is, uor is tho court inform- 
ed whether he has been condemned or ac- 
quitted on the charges exhibited against 
nitQ.

It is proper to remark here,, that on the 


presentation of the petition the court stat- 
ed'to the counsel ,for Mr. Vallandigham 
that, according to tbo usages of tbe court, 
as well as other courts of high authority, 
the writ was not grautable of.course, and 
would only be allowed ou a sufficient show- 
ing that it ought to issue. The couct is 
entirely satisfied of tho.correctness of tbe 
course thus indicated. The subject was 
fully examined'by . tbe learned Justice 
Swayne, when present, the presiding judge 
of this court, ou a, petition for a habeas 
corpus, presented at the laat October:term i 
a case to which further reference will be 
presently made, I shall now only note the 
authorities on this point, which seem to be 
entirely conclusive. Peters 201, Gushing, 
H. 285. 
Hurd on habeas corpus, 222, 3, 4. 


In pursuance of this ruling, an order wat». 
made by the court that notice be given to 
General Buroside, of tbe pendency in tbe 
court of the application for the writ, to tbe 
end that he might appear by counsel or other- 
wise to oppose the granting of the writ. 
That distinguished general has according- 
ly presented a respectful communication to 
the court, staling generally and argumeuta- 
tvvely the reasons of the arrest of Mr. 
Vallandigham, and has also authorized 
able counsel to represent him in resistance 
of the application for the writ. And the 
ease haa been argued at' great length, and 
with great ability on the motion for its al- 
lowance. 


It is proper to remark farther, that when 


the petition waa presented, the court made 
a distinct reference to ibe decision of this 
court in the case of Bethuel Rupert, at Oc- 
tober term, 1862, before noticed, as aa.au- 
thoritative precedent for its action ou. this 
application. On full reflection, I do not 
aee how it is possible for me, sitting alone 
in the circuit court, to ignore the decision, 
made upon full consideration by Justice 
Swayne, with tbe concurrence of myself, 
Mid which, as referrable to all cases involv- 
ing the same principle, must be regarded 
as tbe law of this court until reversed by a 
higher court. 'The case of Rupert was sub- 
stantially the same as that of the present 
petitioner. He set ont in his petition what 
he alleged to be an unlawful arrest by the 
order of a military officer, on a charge im- 
puting to him disloyalty to tile government, 
and sympathy with the rebellion against it, 
and an unlawful detention and imprison* 
ment as the result of such order. 
Tbe ap- 


plication, however, ia the case of Rupert, 
differed fro'in the one now before the court, 
in this, that affidavits were exhibited in- 
tended to disprove the charge of disloyal 
conduct imputed to him ; and also in this, 
tbat there was no pretense or showing by 
Rupert tbat there bad been any investiga- 
tion or tria\ by any court of the charges 
against him. 


Tbe petition in thia oase is addressed to 


the judges of the circuit court, and not to 
a single judge of th»t court. It occurs from 
the absence of Mr. Justice Swayne that tho 
district judge is now holding the circuit 
court| aa he is authorized to do by law. 
But thus sitting, would it hot be in viola 
tion of all settled rules of judicial practice, 
as well as of courtesy, for the district judge 
to reverse a decision of the circuit court, 
made when both judges were on the bench ? 
It is well known that the district judge, 
though authorized to sit with tho circuit 
judge ia the circuit court, does not occupy 
the same official position, And that the lat- 
ter judge when present is, «c qfficio, 
the 


presiding judge. It is obvious that con- 
fusion ana uncertainty, greatly impairing 
tbe respect due to tbe adjudications of tbe 
circuit courts of the United States, would 
result from the assumption of such, an 
eroise of power by the district judge, 
would not only be:disrespectfql to the BU 
peribr judge, but would evince in the dia 
trict judge, an niter want of appreciation 
of his true official connection with the cir 
cuit court.

is, iwe'ttaery to save tha constitution, and 
that is what makes it constitutional. He 
is willing to eonfide in the President and 
the People.

The YaUccdingham politicians, on the 


conUsry, forget the country in their allegi- 
ance to; party. They are not willing to 
trust the president at all, bat would tiejiis 
hands, denounce him if he moves at all, 
and yet insist that in this hampered condi- 
tion be must fulfil h$£obligations, execute 
'the laws, and overcome the armed resist- 
ance of a gigantic rebellion. . These politi- 
cal traitors find fault, carp and criticise ev- 
ery thing. They delight in pointing out 
«nd magnifying all errors, seem, to wish for 
failure, and aid in bringing it about in ev- 
ery potsibl* way, so far as their cowardly 
natures will permit. They seem -to be ot- 
terly devoid of patriotism, and if they ever 
had any disinterested lore of country, it is 
eaten out by the canker of party spirit. 
They boast of democracy, bnt appear to 
have as little confidence in the people as 
they manifest toward the president. They 
forget that the people of this'country are 
intelligent and can venture very far on 
that account in giving their rulers power.

power in this emergency, the people can 
afford to be trustful and generons. 


Sot the leaders of the democratic party, 


not having this confidence in the people— 
this «ew people, different in intellect and 
quickness of perception from any other, 
and therefore not to be judged by historical 
parallel] drawn frem the past—these old 
fossil leaders of a decayed party which it is 
suppoied originated before the Sood—are 
in a continual nightmare of fear that if they 
give any body power enough to save the 
nation, it will be only to hand it over to 
some arbitrary president or succasgful gen- 
eral. So, instead of fighting the rebels 
who mean to overturn the government, they 
occupy their time in bewailing our unfor- 
tunate situation, denouncing arbitrary ar- 
rests, declaiming against fancied violations 
of the constitution, and inculcating treason- 
able sentiments in the army and among the 
people. Their remedy is peace and sub- 
mission to the rebels, and while they have 
a pretended horror of " Lincoln's tyranny," 
they rush voluntarily into the wicked and 
diabolical despotism of Jeff. Davis.

anthority. It is true, that Ru- 


pert was a man in hnmble position—un- 
known beyond the narrow circle in which 
he moteg4 while the present petitioner has 
a wide-S^WBd fawij^^a;* •promineut politi- 
cian and statesman. But no one will insist 
that there should be any difference ia the 
principles applicable to the two cases. If 
any distinction were allowable, it would be 
against him of admitted intelligence and 
distinguished talents. 


I might with entire confidence place the 


grounds of action I propose in the present 
case, upon the decision of the learned judge 
in that just referred to. Even if I enter- 
tained doubts of the soundness of his views, 
Isee.no principle on which I could be jus- 
tified in treating the opinion ss void of au- 
thority. But the counsel of Mr. Vallandig- 
ham was not restricted in the argument of 
this motion to this point. It seemed due 
to him that the court should hear what 
could be urged against the legality of the 
arrest, and in favor of the interposition of 
the court ia behalf of the petitioner. And 
1 have been greatly interested in the forci- 
ble argument which has been submitted, 
though unable to concur with the speaker 
in all his conclusions. 
' • • • • ' 


If it were, my desire to do ao, I have not 


now the physical strength to notice or dis 
cuss at length the grounds on which the 
learned counsel has attempted to prove the 
illegality of General Burnside's order for 
the arrest of Mr. Vallandigham, and the 
duty of the court to grant the writ applied 
for. The basis of the whole argument ia 
the fact that Mr. Vallandigham, not being 
in-the military or naval service of the gov- 
ernment, and not therefore, subject to the 
rules and articles of war, was not liable to 
arrest under or by military power. And 
the various provisions of the constitution, 
intended to guard the citizen against un- 
lawful arrests and imprisonments, have 
been cited and urged upon the attention of 
the court as having a direct bearing on the 
point. It ia hardly necessary to quote 
these excellent guarantees of the rights 
and liberties of an American citizen, as 
they are familiar to every reader of the 
constitution, 
And it may be conceded that 


If, by a just: construction of the constitu- 
tional powers of the government, in the 
solemn emergency new" existing, they are 
applicable to, and must control the ques- 
tion of the legality of the arrest of the pe- 
titioner, it cannot be sustained for the ob- 
vious reason that uo warrant was issued 
" upon probable cause, supported by oath 
or affirmation," as is required in ordinary 
arrests for alleged crimes. Bnt are there 
BOt other considerations of a controlling 
character applicable to the question ? Is 
not tbe court imperatively bound to regard 
the present state of tho cquptrj, and, :m 
the light which it throws upon the subject, 
to decide upon the expediency ot interfer- 


wi.tVthe exercise of the military power 


as invoked in the pending application ? 
The court cannot shut its eyea to the grave 
fact that war exists, involving the most 
imminent public danger, and threatening 
the subversion and destruction of the con- 
stitution itself. In my judgment, when the 
life of the republic is-imperiled, he mis- 
takes his duty and obligation as a patriot, 
who is not willing to concede to ths con- 
stitution such a capacity of adaptation to 
circumstances as may be necessary to meet 
a great emergency, and save the nation 
from hopeless rain. Self preservation is a 
paramount law. which a nation, as well as 
an individual, may find it necessary to in- 
voke, Nolhing is hazarded in saying, that. 
the great and far-seeing men wbo'framcd 
the constitution of the United States, sup- 
posed that they were laying the foundations 
of our national government on an immov- 
able basis. They did not contemplate tho 
existence of the state of things with which 
the nation is now unhappily confronted ; 
the heavy pressure of which is felt by every 
true patriot. They did. not- recognize tha 
right of secession by one or more states, 
for the obvious reason that it would have 
beep An. incorporation of an element in the 
constitution for the destruction of the Un- 
ion. In their glowing visions of futurity, 
there was no .foreshadowing of a period 
when the people of a large geographical 
section would be guilty of the madness and 
the crime of arraying themselves in rebel- 
lion against a government, under whose 
mild and benignant sway there was so much 
of hope and promise for the coming ages. 


We need not be surprised, therefore, 


that, in the organic law which they gave 
ns, they made no specific provision for sncb 
a lamentable occurrence. They did, how- 
ever, distinctly contemplate the possibili- 
ty of foreign war, and vested in congress 
tho power to declare its existence, and " to 
raise and support armies" and "provide 
and maintain a navy." They were aware 
that the grant of these powers implied all 
other powers necessary to give them full 
effect. They also declared that the presi- 
dent of the United States " shall be com- 
munder-in-chief of the army and navy, and 
of the militia of the several states when 
called into actual service," and they placed 
upon him the solemn obligation " to take 
care that the laws be faithfully executed." 
Under this last named provision, and in 
reference to a local rebellion, in which the 
laws of the Union were obstructed, the act 
of the 28th of February, 1795, was pnssed, 
providing, ia substance, that whenever in 
any state the civil authorities pf the Union 
were unable to enforce the laws, the presi- 
dent shall be empowered to call out such 
military force as might be necessary for 
the emergency. 
Fortunately for the coun- 


try, this law was in force wLen several 
states of the Union repudiated their allegi- 
ance to the national government, and plac- 
ed themselves in armed rebellion against 
it. It was sufficiently comprehensive in its 
terms to meet such an occurrence, although 
it'was not a case within the contemplation 
of congiess when the law was enacted. It 
was under this statute that the president 
issued his proclamation of the loth of April, 
1861. 
From that time the country has 


been ia a state of war, the history and pro- 
gress of which are fair"iar to all. More 
than two years have elapsed, during which 
the treasure of the nation has been lavish- 
ly contributed and blood has freely flowed, 
and this formidable rebellion is not j"et sub- 
dued. The energies of the loyal people 
of the Union are to be put to further trials, 
and in all probability the enemy is jet to 
be encountered on many a bloody*field. 


It is not to be disguised that our country 


is ia imminent peril, and that the crisis de- 
mands of every American citizen, a hearty 
support of all proper means for the restora- 
tion of the Union, and tha return of an 
honorable peace. 
Those placed by the 


people at the head of the government, are 
earnestly and sincerely devoted to its pres- 
ervation and perpetuity. The president 
may not be the man of our choice, and the 
measures of his ad ministration may not be 
such as all can fully approve. But these 
are minor considerations, and can Absolve 
no man from the paramount obligation ot 
lending his aid for the salvation of his 
country. All should feel that no evil they 
can be called on to endure as the result ol 


from tha most stringent obligations of duty, 
to embarrass or thwart the executive in his 
sffdrts to deliver tbs country from the dan- 
gers vrhich press so heaVily upon it. Now, 
the question which 1 am called upon to de- 
cide is, where Gen. Burnside, 'BS an agent 
of the executive department of the govern- 
ment, has transgressed his authority in or-' 
dericg the arrest of Mr. Vallandigham. If 
the theory of his counsel is sustainable, 
that there can be no legal arrest except by 
warrant based ou an atfidsvit.of probable 
cause, the conclusion would be clear, that 
the arrest was illegal-. But I do not think 
I am bound to regard the inquiry as occu- 
pying this narrow base. Gen. Burnside, 
by order of the President, has been desig- 
nated and appointed to take the military 
supervision of the department of the Ohio, 
composed of the states of Kentucky, Ohio, 
Indiana, Illinois and Miphigan. The pre- 
cise extent of his authority in this respon- 
sible position is not known to the court. 
It may, however, be properly assumed as 
a-fair presumption, that the President has 
clothed him in all the powers necessary to 
the efficient discharge of his duties in the 
station to which he has been called. 
He 


is the representative and agent of the Pres- 
ident, within the-Jiuiits of his department. 
In time of war, the President is not above 
the constitution, but derives : his power ex- 
pressly from the provision of that instru- 
ment, declaring that he shall becommaud- 
er-in-chief ot'tha army and navy. The con- 
stitution does aot specify'the powers lie 
may rightfully exercise in this character, 
nor are they defined by legislation. No 
one denies, however, that the President, in 
this character, is invested with very high 
powers, which it is well known have been 
exercised on various .occasions during the 
present rebellion.- A memorable instance 
of its exercise ia seen in tha emancipation 
proclamation issued by the President as 
commander-iti-chief, aud which he justifies 
as a military necessity. It is, perhaps, nol 
easy to define:what acts are properly with 
in this designation, but they mnat nndoiibt 
edty be limited to such as are deemed es 
sential to the protection and preservation 
of the government and the constitution, 
which the President has aworn to support 
and defend. 
And in deciding what he may 


tightfully do under this power, where there 
is no express legislative declaration, the 
President is gaided solely by his own judg- 
ment and, discretion, aud is only amenda- 
ble for an abuse of his authority by im- 
peachment, prosecuted according to the re- 
quirements of the constitution, 
The occa- 


sion 'which ' calls for the exercise of this 
power exists only from the necessity of the 
case ; and when the necessity exists, there 
is a clear justification of the act. 


If this view of the power of the President 


is correct, it undoubtedly implies the right 
to arrest persons, who, by their mischievous 
acts of disloyalty, impede or. endanger the 
military operations of the government:. 
Aud, 
it'the necessity exists, I'see no real: 


so a why the power does not attach to the 
officer or general in command of a milita- 
ry department. The ouiy reason wiiy the 
appointment is made, is that the President 


war, is comparable with the subversion ol 
our chosen government, and the horrors 
which mast follow from such a catastrophe. 
-1 have referred thus briefly to the pres- 


ent crisis of the country as having some 
bearing on the question before the court. 
It is clearly not a time when any one con- 
nected with the judicial department of the 
gOTirnment, ibonld allow himself, except 


cannot discharge the duties in person. He, 
therefore, constitutes an agent to represent 
him, clothed with the necessary power for 
the efficient supervision of the military in- 
terests of the government throughout th.e 
department. And it is net neceasary that 
martial law should be proclaimed or exist, 
to enable the general in command to per- 
form tbe duties assigned to htm. Martia.1 
law is we)! defined by an able jurist to be 
"tbe will of a tsilitury commander onerftt- 
ing without any restraint, save his "judg- 
ment, upon the lives, upon the persons, up- 
on the entire social and individual condi- 
tion of all ovev whom this l&vr e?tsnds." 
It cannot be claimed that this law was in 
operation in Genera! Barnsida's depart- 
ment, whea Mr. VallaDdigham was arrested. 


Hor if! U necessary that it should have 


been in force to justify tho arrest. The 
power vested by virtue of the authority was 
conferred by the appointment of the Presi- 
dent, Under that appointment General 
Burnside assumed the'command of this de- 
partment, That ho was a man eminently 
fitted for the position there is no room for 
a doubt. He had achieved during his brief 
national career a national reputation as a 
wise, discreet, patriotic and brave general. 
He not only enjojed the confidence and re- 
spect of the President and secretary of war, 
mt of the whole country. He had nobly 
aid his party preferences and predilections 
upon tho altar of his country, and conse- 
crated his life to her service. Jt was known 
.hat the widely extended department, with 
.he military supervision of which he was 
charged, was ona of great importance, and 
Uemnnded great vigilance and ability in 
.he administration of iy military concerns. 
Kentucky was a boiM^pitate, in which there 
was a large element*? d'saffection toward 
the national government, and sympathy 
with those in rebellion against it. Formi- 
dable invasions have been attempted, and 
are now threatened. Four of the ijtates 
lave a river border, and are in perpstua! 
danger of invasion. In Ohio, Indiana and 
Illinois a class of mischievous politicians 
bad succeeded in poisoning ths minds of a 
portioa of the community with the rankest 
feeling of disloyally. Artful politicians, 
disguising their latent treason under the 
hollow pretensions of devotion to the Un- 
ion, were striving to disseminate their pes 
tileut heresies among tha masses of the 
people. The evil waa one of alarming 
magnitude, and threatened seriously to im 
pede the military operations of tbe govern 
ment, and greatly to protract the supyres 
sion ^of the rebellion. General Burnside 
was not slow to perceive the dangerous con 
sequences of these dialoyal efforts, and re 
solved, if possible; to suppress them. 


In the exercise of his discretion, be is 


sued the order—No. 33—which has .been 
brought to the notice of this court. I shal 
not comment on that order, or say any 
anything more in vindication of its expe 
diency. I refer to it because Gen. Burn 
side, in hia manly and patriotic cotnmuni 
cation to the court, has stated fully bis mo 
tives and reasons for issuing it, and c.lso 
that it was for its supposed violation Lha 
he ordered the arrest of Vallandigham.— 
He has done this under hia responaibilit; 
as the commanding general of this depart 
ment, p.nd in accordance with what he sup 
posed to be tbe power vested in him by th 
appointment of the President, It was vir 
tually the act of the executive departtnen 
under tbe power vested in the Presiden 
by the constitution ; and I am unable 
perceive on what principle this judicial tri 
buna! can be invoked to annul or revers 
it. In the judgment of the commanding 
general, tho emergency required it, am 
whether be acted wisely and discreetly 
is not properly a subject for judicial re 
view. 


It ia worthy of remark here, that this ar 


rest was not made by Gen. Burnside unde 
any claim or pretension that he had author 
ity to dispose of or punish the party ar 
rested, according to bis own will, withou 
trial and proof of the facts alleged as th 
ground for the arrest, but with a view t 
an investigation by a military court or com 
mission. Such an investigation has taken 
place, the result of which has been rtiad 
known to this court. 
Whether the tntlita

he necessity which existed for. making it: 
ind of that BSceBsity, for the rewson gtatedv 
his court cannot judicially determine.— 
General Baroside is unquestionably amen- 
able to the executive department for his 
conduct. If he has acted .arbitrarily and 
upon insufficient reasons, it is within the 
>ower, and would be the duty of the Pres- 
cient, not only to annual his acts, but to 
visit him with decisive marks of bis disap- 
>robation. To the President, in his ca- 
pacity of commander-in-chief of the army, 
le must answer, for his official conduct. 
Sut under our? constitution, which studi- 
ously seeks to'keep 'the executive, legisla- 
te and judicial departments of the gov- 
ernment from all interferference and con- 
lict with each other, it would be an unwar- 
rantable exercise of the judicial power to 
decide that a co-ordinate branch of the gov- 
ernment, acting under its high responsibil- 
ties, had violated the constitution, in ita 
letter or its spirit, by authorizing the arrest 
in question. Especially in these troublous 
times, when the national life is in peril, 
and when union and harmony among the 
different branches of the government are 
so imperatively demanded, such interfer- 
ence would find no excuse or vindication. 
If the doctrine is to obtain, that every one 
charged with and goiltyof acts of mischiev- 
ous disloyalty, not within the scope of the 
criminal lawa of the land, in custody under 
military authority, is to be set free by courts 
or judges on habeas corpus, it requires.no 
argument td prove thatgj&e most alarming 
conflicts must follow, and the power of the 
government be most seriously impaired. 
I dare not, in my judicial position, assume 
the fearful reeponsibility implied in the 
sanction of such a doctrine. 


And here, without subjecting myself to 


the charge of trenching upon the domain 
of political discussion, I may be indulged 
in the remark that there is too much of the 
pestileatial leaven of disloyalty 
in the 


community. There is a class of men in 
the loyal states who seem to have no just 
appreciation of those who are in arms 
avowedly for the overthrow of the govern- 
ment, and the establishment of a southern 
confederacy. They have not, I fear, risen 
to any right estimate of their duties and 
obligations, as American citizens, to a 
government, which has strown its blessings 
with a profuse hand. I may venture the 
assertion that the page of history will be 
searched in vain for an example of a re- 
bellion so wholly destitute of excuse or 
vindication, and so dark with crime, as 
that which our bleeding country is now 
called upon to confront, and for the .'sup- 
pression of which all her energies are de- 
manded. Its cause is to be found in the 
unhallowed ambition of political aspirants 
and agitators, who boldly avow their aim, 
not the establishment of u government tor 
the better security of human rights, but 
one in which all political power is to be 
concentrated in an odious and despotic oli- 
garchy. It is indeed consolatory to know 
that in most sections of the tforth, those 
who sympathize with the rebellion, are not 
so numerous and formidable as the appre- 
hensions of some would seem to indicate. 
It may be assumed, I trust, that in most of 
the cortbern states, reliable a.ud unswerv- 
ing patriotism i? the rule, and disloyalty 
and treason the exception. 
But there 


should be no division of sentiment upon 
this momentous question. Men should 
know, and lay the truth to their heart, that 
there is a course of conduct not involving 
?ert treason, and not therefore subject to 
iinishment as such, which nevertheless 
raplies moral guilt and a gross oflense 
ginst their country. Those who live under 
ie protection and enjoy the protection of 
ur benignant government, must learn that

arbitrary invasion of the personal" security, 
or personal liberty of the citizen. It is 
rare indeed that «'charge of disloyaltvwill 
)e made upon insufficient greunda. But if 
here should be an occasional mistake, 
such an occurrence is not to be put in 
competition with the preservation of,the 
ile of the nation. And I confess, I am but 
ittle moved by the eloquent appeals of 
hose who, while they indignantly denoupce 
violations of personal liberty, looi with 
no horror upon a despotism as unmitigated 
as the world has ever witnessed. 


But I can not pursue this subject further. 


I am aware there are point* made hj the 
learned counsel representing Mr. Vallan- 
digham, to which I have not adverted. I 
have had neither time nor strength for a 
more elaborate consideration of the ques- 
tion involved in this application. For the 
reasons which I have now attempted to set 
forth, I am led clearly to the conclusion 
that I can not judicially pronounce the or- 
der of General Burnside for the arrest of 
Mr. Vallandigham as a nullity, and must, 
therefore, hold that no sufficient ground 
has been exhibited for granting the writ 
applied for. And I may properly add here, 
that I am fortified in my conclusiop by the, 
fact just brought to ray notice, that the le- 
gislature of Ohio, at its last session,, has 
passed two statutes, iu which tbe validity 
and legality of arrests in this state under 
military authority are distinctly'sanctioned. 
Tbis is a clear indication of tbe opinion of 
that body that the rights and liberties of 
the people are not put in jeopardy by the 
exercise of the power in question, aud is, 
moreover, a concession that the present 
state of the country requires and justiSes 
its exercise. It is a clear intimation that 
the people of our patriotic state will sanc- 
tion such a construction of the constitution 
as, without a clear violation of its letter, 
will adapt it to the existing emergency. 


There ia one other consideration to which 


I may, perhaps, properly refer, not as a 
reason for refusing the writ applied for, but 
for the purpose of saying that, if granted, 
there is DO probability that it would be 
available in 'relieving Mr. Vallandigham 
from his present positiou. It is, at least, 
morally certain it would not be obeyed. 
And I confess I am somewhat reluctant to 
authorize a process, knowing it would not 
be respected, and that the court is power- 
less to enforce obedience. Yet, if satiofied 
there were sufficient grounds for tbe allow- 
ance of the writ, the consideration to which 
I have adverted would not be conclusive 
against it.
